Separate Grading of Garnet 
May Be Postponed 


It would appear that there is a 
strong possibility that separate 
grading of Garnet Wheat may not 
be enforced during the crop year 
commencing August 1, 1983 as or- 
iginally announced. The confusion 
and uncertainty in the minds — of 
wheat growers due to economic 
conditions, considerable quantities 
of wheat in store in terminals and 
other phases of the sitnation have 
induced the authorities to favor a 
further posponement of separate 
grading according to reports. A 
definite announcement from the 
Federal Government or the Board 
of Grain Commissioners is antici- 
pated at a later date. ‘

wheat trade seems to be im: favor 
of higher prices, but the weight of 
supplies, particularly in North 
America, together with the general 
uncertainty prevailing throughout 
the world hag prevenied any mater- 
jal advance.

three minor provinces, is, according 
to this compilation, 52,040,000 acres, 
and the average annual harvest is 


940,882,000 bushels, With the single), 


exception of the rather doubtful 
estimate of production of more 
than a billion bushels of wheat by 
Soviet Russia in 1930, no nation 
has ever equalled thig total. The 
nearest approach to itis the United 
States’ 1928 crop of 915,000,000 
bushels, bad 


Wheat apparently is the neces- 
sary if not the chosen food of mil- 
liong of people in China in the ec- 
onomic layer between the very poor 
and the well-to-do; between  any- 
thing that will maintain life at the 
bottom, and rice, chikens and veg- 
etables and a varied diet at the top. 


The normal’ wheat acreage of the 
three greatest wheat growing pro- 
vinceg of China - Honan, Shan-tung 
and Kiangsu - is about 23 millions 
or about 3 million acres less than 
Western Canada's wheat acreage.

we will have to revise our ideas as 
to the agricultural production of} 
the country, particularly as pertain-| 
ing to wheat.

PREPARING 


SEED GRAIN 


If the grain to be used for seed 
has been exposed to frost or ex- 
cessive weachering, it would be well 
to have it tested for germination be- 
fore spending time cleaning it. 

The cieaning apparatus used on 
the Dominion Experimental Station, 
at Rosthern, Sask., consis.s of a 
fanning mill and a_ Carter disk 
cleaner. Thi, combination works 
very,;well tor wheat, and can be 
used’ to remove wheat and small 
weed seeds from oats and _ barley. 
The pCrter disk will do a much) 
cleaner job if the grain is run over) 
‘a famming mill first to remove large, 
foreign matter and blow out light 
material. 

in cleaning the grain with the; 
oruinary tanning mill which use 
two screens or more, a good job can 
be done ag a rule if there is a fair 
assortinent of sieves and che grain:

FAR MHELP SCHEME IS

CALGARY, Feb. 6—In the first 
six weeks of operation 100 jobless 
wen have been given employment 
with farmers in southern districts 
of the province, under the govern- 
;}ment’s: subsidy scheme. Under the! 
scheme men are sent to farmers and 


{paid five dollars a month by the 
;government. ‘Ihe benefit to the 
farmerg is a man’s labors. The 


iarmer must give him board. 

The original scheme proposed call- 
ed tor a paymen tof a similar sub- 
sidy to farmerg who took men under 
the plan, but thig was eliminated 
when it appeared abuses would ar- 
ise as in other provinces. 
| The men are taking the jobs to do 
odd winter work. It has been found 
that with thig encouragement farm- 
ers are Willing to take on men where 
before they would have preferred to 
go short-handed rather than add to 
their expenses.
